After  a  welcome  cheer  by  the 
Falcon  cheerleaders,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  team  were  introduced 
and  Head  Coach  Brian  Sullivan 
gave  an  inspiring  speech  praising 
his  team  for  all  of  their  dedication 
and  hard  work.  Sullivan  was  dis- 
couraged by  the  size  of  the 
audience,  about  200,  but  said  that 
he  knew  that  all  of  the  students 
and  faculty  that  were  there,  were 


really  behind  the  football  team. 

Coach  Sullivan  cited  the  ex- 
treme dedication  of  all  the  team 
members,  especially  that  of  Mike 
Hunt,  injured  with  a  broken  nose 
and  arm  in  the  game  against  MIT, 
and  Tom  Dunn,  who  was  released 
from  the  hospital  only  hours 
before  the  rally  after  suffering  a 
broken  neck  on  Wednesday.  The 
audience  and  the  hosts  responded 
to  Coach  Sullivan's  opinion  of 
Dunn's  dedication  to  the  team  by 
giving  Dunn  a  standing  ovation. 
He  also  received  the  $25  prize  for 
having  the  most  spirit  and  "doing 
as  much  as  he  could  with  all  he 
had." 

Other  events  at  the  Rally  in- 
cluded a  Legs  Contest  featuring 
none  other  than  the  football  team 
parading  behind  a  screen  showing 
off  their  muscles.  Tied  winners 
Bob  Eldridge  and  Marcon  Meza 
received  tremendous  applause 
from  the  audience.  Winner  of  the 
1980  Fightsong  Contest  was  the 
Tokalon  Fight  Song,  written  by 


Mary  Gail  Kelly.  The  fightsong 
will  be  used  at  all  the  remaining 
football  games  this  season.  A 
charge  led  by  Dean  Donahue  and 
his  trumpet  really  got  the  audi- 
ence going. 

Music  was  provided  by  Paula 
Motyka  and  friends,  who  came  all 
the  way  from  Southbridge,  Mass. 
to  give  the  Rally  even  more  pep. 
Paula  also  entered  the  Fightsong

The  extra  point  by  Jim 
Jesse  was  good,  leaving  Fitchburg 
with  a  commanding  lead  of  13-0. 
Late  in  the  1st  half  Roger  Wil- 
liams finally  got  on  the  board  with 
a  two  yard  run  up  the  middle.  The 
extra  point  was  good,  and  the 
score  at  half  time  was  Fitchburg 
State  13  and  Roger  Williams  7.

American  Red  Cross  Blood

Many  students  are  unaware  of 
the  role  of  the  Campus  Police  and 
it  is  this  lack  of  knowledge  that 
causes  misunderstandings  and 
misconceptions  about  Campus 
Police. 

The  Campus  Police  Force  of 
Fitchburg  State  College  is  com- 
prised of  nine  officers  (two  of 
whom  are  female),  one  lieutenant 
and  one  chief.  The  Campus 
Police  operate  twenty  four  hours 
a  day,  seven  days  a  week. 

Campus  Police  are  "real 
police"  in  the  sense  that  they  do 
have  full  police  powers  which  in- 
cludes arrest,  investigation  and 
any  power  that  a  municipal  police 
officer  would  possess.  These 
powes  are  restricted  to  the  col- 
lege campus  only. 

Since  Campus  Police  do  have 
the  powers  of  municipal  police 
officers,  some  students  tend  to 
think  Campus  Police  are  out  to 
get  the  students.  In  a  recent  in- 
terview with  Officer  Gould,  he  in- 
sisted that  this  is  not  true. 
"Campus  Police  are  aware  that 
students  at  college  are  pursuing  a 
career  here  and  that  any  law 
violation  can  hurt  a  students 
chances  for  future  employment." 
However,  if  a  student  is  violating 
a  law  of  the  college  or  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, it  is  the  duty  of  Campus 
Police  to  take  whatever  action  is 
necessary  in  order  to  protect  the 
rights  of  the  rest  of  the  student 
body. 

Officer  Ernest  Gould  clearly 
defined  the  role  of  the  Campus 
Police  as  "protecting  all  persons, 
property  and  information  con- 
nected with  the  college  com- 
munity." Officer  Gould  stressed 
the  fact  that  the  majority  of  stu- 
dents are  not  aware  of  the  role  of 
Campus  Police  and  that  it  would 
be  to  their  advantage  to  learn 
about  the  functions  of  the  police 
as  they  do  provide  services  such 
as  Rape  Investigation,  serving  as 
a  major  information  center  on 
campus  and  performing  everyday 
services  such  as  assisting  the  in- 
jured and  helping  someone  that 
has  been  locked  out  of  their  car. 

An  important  recommendation 
made  by  Officer  Gould  was  that 
all  students  should  carry  college 
identification  with  them  at  all 
times,  as  trespassing  is  a  violation 
that  can  result  in  arrest. 

Campus  Police  attempt  to  pro- 
tect the  rights  of  students  and  to 
help  them  in  any  way  possible.  It 
is  up  to  the  students  of  Fitchburg 
State  College  to  decide  what 
effect  Campus  Police  has  on  the 
college  community. 


Pub  Party

Cafeteria  which  began  at  8:00  p.m.,  more  specifically,  it  was  a 
non-alcoholic  party  for  persons  in  any  age  bracket.  Throughout  the 
event,  one  could  count  the  number  of  people  on  their  fingers  during  the 
entire  2-hour  party  but  the  small  showing  didn't  stop  the  party.

It  is  now  time  for  YOUR 
OPINION  -  a  tally  of  the  poll  in 
the  last  issue  of  the  Rhetoric.  Out 
of  thousands,  twenty-nine  people 
spoke  up.  Some  of  their  com- 
ments, both  serious  and  humor- 
ous, provide  keen  insight  to  the 
situation  at  FSC. 

President  Mara  would  be  rec- 
ognized by  20  of  the  students 
including  one  who  claimed  "you 
couldn't  miss  his  partly  figure." 
Nine  admitted  they  would  not 
recognize  him. 

The  philosophy  of  general  ed- 
ucation was  accepted  by  17 
people,  rejected  by  10  and  2 
wonder  what  it  is. 

Twenty-two  people  said  that 
their  courses  were  relevant  to 
their  majors;  seven  said  they  were 
not.  One  student  felt  all  the 
general  education  requirements 
interfered  with  the  study  of  a- 
major,  particularly  nursing. 

The  fourth  question  asked  stu- 
dents to  rate  the  FSC  faculty. 
They  received  one  excellent  rat- 
ing, seventeen  good  ones,  ten 
mediocre  ones,  one  poor  one  and 
no  atrocious  ones. 

Sociology  took  home  the  most 
useless  course  award  with  5  votes, 
with  Intro  to  Philosophy  running 
a  close  second  with  4  votes.  Tying 
with  2  votes  apiece  are:  Chil- 
dren's Lit,  Speech,  and  Audio- 
Visual  equipment.  Scraping  up  a 
vote  apiece  were:  Economics, 
Health  and  Fitness,  Intro  to 
Mountain  Hiking,  Health  Care  in 
America,  Speech  Pathology, 
Principles  of  Guidance,  Ecology, 
Word  Processing,  Intro  to  Human 
Services,  Organizational  Com- 
munication, Communications 
Systems,  General  Psychology, 
Medieval  European  History,  and 
Transformation. 

The  sixth  question  asked  for 
ratings  of  the  FSC  administration. 
This  is  how  it  was:  excellent  -  2, 
good  - 12,  mediocre  - 10,  poor  -  3, 
and  atrocious  -  2. 

The  next  question  asked  if  this 
so  rated  administration  was  re- 
sponsive to  student  needs.  Twelve 
answered  YES,  fifteen  said  NO, 
and  two  abstained. 

Changes,  as  seen  by  the  respon- 
dents, were  many.  The  brand  new 


radio  station  received  three  pleas 
to  be  turned  off.  The  resident  hall 
rules  and  personnel  need  to  be 
changed  say  three  students  be- 
cause "we  left  home  for  school." 
Receiving  2  votes  each  were: 
more  dorm  facilities,  more  resi- 
dential parking  facilities,  more 
time  needed  to  go  to  and  from 
McKay,  and  less  apathy.  Other 
suggestions  were:  change  course 
registration,  the  attitude  of  the 
registrar  and  staff,  the  check 
cashing  policy,  the  general  course 
requirements,  Sophomore  nurs- 
ing registration,  administration, 
teachers,  campus  cops,  open 
communication  in  nursing  depart- 
ment, open  functions  on  campus, 
improve  planning  for  example 
parking  lots  and  the  field  hockey 
field,  have  less  parties  off- 
campus,  and  buy  the  Wallace 
Civic  Center. 

The  book  store  fared  this  way: 
excellent  -  2,  good  -  9,  mediocre  - 
10,  poor  -  6,  atrocious  -  1.  There 
were  several  complaints  about 
the  high  prices  —  one  person 
even  termed  it  "a  rip  off." 

Do  we  need  campus  police?  22 
replied  yes  while  7  said  no. 

Question  No.  11  wanted  to 
know  if  the  student  body  felt  they 
received  their  money's  worth  for 
the  athletic  fee.  Only  three  an- 
swered yes  and  26  said  no. 

The  parking  situation  is  im- 
proving but  21  claimed  it  is  still 
inadequate,  seven  said  it  was 
adequate  and  one  told  us  it  was  a 
stupid  question. 

Question  13  asked  for  a  rating 
on  the  social  life.  Though  one 
person  claimed  that  there  are  too 
many  parties  and  not  enough 
intimate  relationships,  the  social 
life  fared:  excellent  -  5,  good  -  10, 
mediocre  -  7,  poor  -  2,  atrocious  - 
3,  and  abstentions  -  2. 

Are  college  years  the  best 
years?  Five  people  pointed  out 
that  they  could  be  since  they 
didn't  know  what  would  follow. 
There  were  16  "yes"  and  7  "no." 
And  finally,  your  opinion  of  the 
Rhetoric:  excellent  -  5,  good  -  10, 
mediocre  -  11,  poor  -  3.  We 
received  a  lot  of  encouragement. 
Thanks  to  all  of  you  who  took  the 
time  to  state  "YOUR  OPINION."

Looking  for  a  great  place  to 
spend  a  vacation?  Take  a  trip  to 
the  Caribbean.

Also,  for  those  who  like  tours 
there  are  cruises  around  the 
entire  island,  deep  sea  fishing 
expeditions,  scuba  diving  lessons 
and  scuba  diving  trips,  snorkling 
lessons,  pedal  boats  for  rent, 
horseback  riding  lessons  and 
horseback  tours,  and  if  you  would 
like  to  tour  the  island  yourself 
you  can  rent  a  car  for  only  $18.00 
a  day  including  gas.

SGA  Meeting

The  Student  Government  As- 
sociation announces  the  results  of 
Motions  No.  19  -.  No.  27  for  the 
month  of  September.  Motions  are 
voted  on  at  SGA  meetings  which 
are  held  on  Tuesday  nights. 

At  the  meeting  of  Sept.  9th, 
Motion  No.  19  was  made  by  Brian 
Bowen  which  reads:  'That  coun- 
cil approve  the  additional  expen- 
diture of  $10,000.00  for  the  pur- 
pose of  Programs  of  SGA  to 
sponsor  a  concert  featuring  Ro- 
bert Palmer  to  be  held  at  the 
Wallace  Civic  Center." 

The  Programs  Committee  of 
SGA  is  responsible  for  setting  up 
activities  which  are  of  interest  to 
the  students.  They  needed  ad- 
ditional funds  from  SGA  to  make 
Robert  Palmer  an  acceptable 
offer  to  do  the  concert.  The 
motion  passed  with  27  in  Favor,  1 
Opposed,  and  0  Abstained. 

On  Sept.  16th,  Motion  No.  20 
was  made  by  the  Executive  Board 
which  reads:  'That  council  ap- 
prove the  revised  constitution  of 
the  Fitchburg  State  College  Ac- 
counting Society  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Executive  Board". 

One  of  the  requirements  of 
each  club  is  to  have  an  acceptable 
constitution  on  file  by  SGA.  The 
constitution  may  be  revised  as  the 
goals  of  the  clubs  change,  but 
must  be  reapproved.  This  passed 
with  33  in  Favor,  0  Opposed,  and 
0  Abstentions. 

At  the  meeting  on  Sept.  23rd, 
Motion  No.  21  was  made  by  the 
Executive  Board  which  reads: 
"That  council  approve  the  revised 
constitution  of  the  Fitchburg 
Industrial  Arts  Association  to  be 
changed  to  the  Fitchburg  In- 
dustrial Technology  Associa- 
tion." Passed  with  24  in  Favor,  0 
Qoposed  and  0  Abstentions. 


Motion  No.  22  was  made  by  the 
Finance  Committee  which  reads: 
'That  council  approve  the  pro- 
posed grant  of  $450.00  to  the 
Fitchburg  Industrial  Technology 
Association."  Passed  with  23  in 
Favor,  1  Opposed  and  0  Absten- 
tions. 

Motion  No.  23  was  made  by  the 
Executive  Board  which  reads: 
"That  council  approve  to  reap- 
point Jon  Parker  as  Justice  of  the 
Judicial  Board."  Passed  with  24  in 
Favor,  0  Opposed  and  0  Absten- 
tions. 

Motion  No.  24  was  made  by  the 
Executive  Board  which  reads: 
'That  council  approve  to  reap- 
point Maureen  Everett  as  Justice 
to  the  Judicial  Board."  Passed 
with  24  in  Favor,  0  Opposed  and  0 
Abstentions. 

Motion  No.  25  was  made  again 
by  the  Executive  Board  which 
reads:  'That  council  approve  to 
appoint  Barbara  Nassif  to  Justice 
from  Alternate  Justice  of  the 
Judicial  Board."  Passed  with  24  in 
Favor,  0  Opposed  and  0  Absten- 
tions. 

Motion  No.  26  was  madey  Fred 
Abraham  which  reads:  "That 
SGA  allocate  the  appropriate 
amount  of  funds  necessary  to 
purchase  a  sugar  bowl,  which 
could  be  used  to  compliment  the 
already  growing  coffee  center  of 
the  office."  Motion  to  Table  No. 
26,  passed  with  20  in  Favor,  4 
Opposed  and  0  Absentions. 

On  the  meeting  of  Sept.  30, 
Motion  No.  27  was  made  by 
Marianne  Morrison  which  reads: 
'That  council  approve  to  appoint 
Mark  Swidler  for  the  position  of 
Senior  Rep.  as  recommended  by 
the  1981  Class  Officers  and 
Reps."  Passed  with  29  in  Favor,  0 
Opposed  and  0  Abstentions,  a 
hand  vote  was  taken. 


Conscientious 
Objectors 


The  Central  Committee  for 
Conscientious  Objectors,  the  na- 
tion's largest  draft  counseling 
agency,  warned  this  month  that 
the  start  of  draft  registration  has 
added  to  the  increased  likelihood 
of  an  actual  draft. 

Larry  Spears,  Director  of 
CCCO's  Youth  and  Conscientious 
Objection  Campaign,  says,  "This 
past  summer's  draft  registration 
of  men  born  in  1960  and  1961  was 
just  the  first  step  toward  return- 
ing to  the  draft.  This  coming 
January,  Selective  Service  plans 
to  register  those  men  born  in 
1962.  After  January  5,  men  (and 
perhaps  women)  born  in  1963  will 
be  required  to  register  as  they 
turn  18.  It  should  be  noted  that 
the  U.S.  has  never  had  a  regis- 
tration without  a  draft,  and  rarely 
a  draft  without  a  war." 

"The  need  for  young  people  to 
be  informed  and  to  consider 
going  on  record  as  a  conscien- 
tious objector  to  war  has  never 
been  greater  than  it  is  this  Fall," 
says  Spears. 

"The  Supreme  Court's  decision 
on  Goldberg  vs.  Tarr,  a  sex- 
discrimination  case  involving  the 
draft  and  registration,  will  be  final 
this  Winter,"  comments  Spears.

women  to  realize  that  they  could 
be  ordered  to  register  for  the 
draft,  and  perhaps  be  drafted. 
They  too  must  consider  their 
position  on  war." 

CCCO  has  sued  Selective  Ser- 
vice for  their  draft  plans  and 
learned  that  they  plan  to  allow 
registrants  to  claim  hardship, 
medical,  and  conscientious  ob- 
jector status  only  at  the  last 
possible  moment  after  induction 
orders  are  issued. 

"Unless  students  begin  to  think 
about,  and  collect  evidence  for, 
conscientious  objection  claims 
and  other  options,  they  are  cer- 
tain to  be  caught  unprepared," 
says  Spears. 

'There  is  also  growing  senti- 
ment within  Congress  to  begin 
debate  early  next  year  on  whether 
a  peace-time  draft  should  be 
started,"  he  says.  "It  is  important 
for  young  people  to  realize  that 
under  the  current  draft  law,  all 
men  between  the  ages  of  18  and 
26  are  eligible  to  be  drafted.  Also, 
students  should  know  that  there  is 
no  longer  a  college  student  defer- 
ment under  the  new  draft  laws." 

"Young  Americans  must  start 
thinking    about     whether     they 


could  participate  in  the  military." 
Spears  states  that  CCCO  has  al- 
ready registered  over  20,000 
young  people  through  its  con- 
scientious objection  card.  'These 
cards  are  available,  free  of 
charge,  from  CCCO,  P.O.  Box 
15796,  Philadelphia,  PA  19103. 
They  simply  state  'Because  of  my 
beliefs  about  war,  I  am  opposed 
to  participating  in  the  military.'  " 

'The  usefulness  of  this  card," 
says  Spears,  "is  that  it  provides  a 
record  of  an  individual's  opposi- 
tion to  war  and  the  military.  This 
CO  card  will  help  to  demonstrate 
to  the  military  that  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  young  people  will 
not  serve  in  the  military.  Con- 
scientious objectors,  along  with 
the  large  number  of  non- 
registrants  and  the  vocal  anti- 
draft  movement  may  help  to 
deter  Congress  from  establishing 
a  peace-time  draft." 

CCCO  was  founded  in  1948  as 
the  Central  Committee  for  Con- 
scientious Objectors  and  is  a 
national,  non-profit  agency  coun- 
seling young  Americans  facing 
the  prospect  of  military  service, 
or  those  already  in  the  military.

Obesity,  a  problem  to  many 
college  students,  is  one  of  the 
most  common  health  problems  in 
the  United  States.  According  to 
some  statistics,  about  ten  percent 
of  the  children  in  this  country  are 
obese  and  the  percentage  in- 
creases during  the  adolescent 
years,  (12-18). 

Obesity  is  a  result  of  taking  in 
more  calories  than  the  body 
needs.  It  can  be  separated  into 
two  types,  hypercellular  and 
hypertrophic.  Hypercellular 

obesity  begins  in  infancy  and  is 
characterized  by  an  increase  in 
the  size  and  number  of  fat  cells. 
Hypertrophic  obesity  starts  after 
puberty  when  the  fat  cells  in- 
crease in  size  but  not  in  number. 

There  are  many  causes  for 
obesity.  There  is  evidence  that 
suggests  that  overfeeding  babies 
causes  a  permanent  increase  in 
the  number  and  size  of  fat  cells. 
Even  if  an  overfed  baby  is  of 
normal  size  during  childhood  and 


adolescents,  these  fat  cells  remain 
in  the  body  and  could  cause  a 
tendency  towards  obesity  in  later, 
adult  years.  A  second  cause  for 
obesity  is  a  poor  diet,  common  in 
adolescent  years,  such  as,  eating  a 
lot  of  fats  and  starches  and  not 
enough  proteins,  minerals  and 
vitamins.  A  malfunction  in  a 
gland  such  as  the  hypothalamus  is 
a  third  cause  for  obesity.  The 
hypothalamus  is  a  gland  which 
regulates  food  intake  through  two 
centers,  the  feeding  center  and 
satiety  center.  The  feeding  center 
is  stimulated  by  hunger  sensations 
from  an  empty  stomach.  When 
sufficient  food  has  been  ingested, 
the  satiety  center  is  stimulated 
and  sends  out  impulses  that 
inhibit  the  feeding  center.  A  mal- 
function of  the  hypothalamus  is  a 
serious  problem,  but  fortunately 
it  is  a  rare  condition. 

The  treatment  of  obesity,  in 
most  cases,  is  simply  to  reduce 
the  caloric  intake  and  increase 
the   caloric   expenditure.   There 


are  several  groups,  such  as, 
Weight  Watchers  and  Overeaters 
Anonymous,  which  assist  people 
who  are  overweight,  to  loose 
weight  in  a  sensible  way  by 
providing  support,  leadership  and 
companionship.  There  are  other 
methods  of  losing  weight,  such  as, 
liquid  protein  diets,  fasting,  and 
the  use  of  drugs,  which  are  very 
dangerous  and  should  be  avoided. 
Anyone  considering  a  newfangled 
diet  should  consult  a  physician 
before  trying  it.

Falcons  met  the  MIT  Beavers  at 
the  Bernardian  Bowl.  The  game 
was  close  but  MIT  squeaked  out  a 
7-6  win  much  to  the  dismay  of  the 
crowd  to  close  to  400  fans.  MIT 
MIT  scored  a  touchdown  early 
in  the  1st  quarter  and  made  the 
extra  point  giving  them  the  lead 
7-0.   But    later    in    the    quarter, 
Fitchburg   went   in   to   score    a 
touchdown  of  their  own,  making 
it  7-6.  But  this  was  where   the 
Falcons  made  the  mistake  that 
wound  up  costing  them  the  game. 
Instead  of  going  for  the  one  point 
kick  after  the  touchdown  which  is 
supposed  to  be  almost  automatic, 
they  tried  instead  for  a  two  point 
conversion.  The  conversion  try 
failed  and  instead  of  being  up  by 
one  or  tied,  the  Falcons  were  now 
down  by  one  point. 

Fitchburg  and  MIT  both  failed 
to  do  anything  in  the  2nd  quarter 
and  the  score  was  MIT  7  and 
Fitchburg  6  at  half  time.  The  3rd 
quarter  was  also  lackluster  and 
without  any  scoring. 

In  the  4th  and  final  quarter  the 
Falcons  got  as  close  as  the  MIT 
15  yard  line  but  could  not  get  the 
ball  in  the  end  zone.  In  the 
waning  moments  of  the  game, 
MIT  missed  a  field  goal  attempt 
but  it  didn't  matter  as  the  game 
already  belonged  to  them  7-6. 

The  real  highlight  of  the  after- 
noon was  the  competition  be- 
tween the  MIT  Band  and  the 
Fitchburg  Cheerleaders.  The  MIT 
Band  stole  the  show  with  a  few 
good  one-liners  like:  "Kaopec- 
tate,  Stop  That  Run",  and  "Go 
With  Ex-Lax,  Go."  So,  unfortun- 
ately MIT  won  the  battle  also.

on  plotting  objectives  this  past 
summer.  They  deal  with:  Offering 
alternative  support  service  for 
F.S.C.  veterans  and  students, 
phone  counseling  and  referrals 
concernin  veteran  information, 
professional  counseling  referrals 
and  rap  groups,  crisis  support, 
(especially  to  Vietnam  combat 
veterans),  to  bring  about  an 
awareness  in  understanding,  and 
attitudes  toward  the  Vietnam  vet- 
erans role  in  the  community,  to 
act  as  a  liaison  for  F.S.C.  veteran 
students  and  the  V.A.  and  its  or- 
ganizations, and  to  offer  draft 
counseling  and  referrals  to  all 
F.S.C.  students. 

The  groups  office  is  also  used 
for  a  veterans  resource  center. 
Bill  Coulter,  who  works  for  the 
Veterans  Administration  can  be 
found  there  too.  The  Veterans 
Support  Group  along  with  Bob 
Weiss,  who  is  handling  student 
draft  information,  also  functions 
in  the  office.  Be  sure  to  stop  by 
for  posted  dates  and  times  for 
group  meetings. 

"One  thing  we  can't  stress 
enough  is  that  the  office  and  the 
group  are  not  for  veterans  only. 
We'd  like  everybody  to  get  in- 
volved. The  office  is  for  resource 
information  too.  I  was  told  of  one 
student  who  did  a  report  on 
Agent  Orange  and  had  some  dif- 
ficulties in  obtaining  information. 
That  student  could  have  used  this 
office  for  as  much  information  as 
he  needed.  Those  registering  for 
the  draft  should  stop  in  too.  We 
can  deal  with  their  feelings 
toward  the  registering  procedure. 
Perhaps  they're  confused  and  not 
really  up  on  what  registering  for 
the  draft  really  entails." 

If  there's  anyone  who  has  really 
"seen  it  all",  it  must  be  Andy 
Hooker.  From  Vietnam  combat 
to  rock  and  roll  music,  Andy  has 
been  there!  If  you're  puzzled  or 
need  specific  help  in  a  certain 
area,  stop  by  the  office  or  attend 
the  next  Veterans  Support  Group 
meeting.
